Hon.  J.  M.  Stev- 
enson appeared  for  the  defendant 
while  Mr.  S.  T.  Davis,  County  Attor- 
ney, represented  the  Commonwealth. 

The  testimony  of  Pearl  Wheeler  at 
whose  house  the  fight  occurred,  Ike 
Johnson,  who  was  in  a room  over  the 
one  Mai  tin  and  the  colored  man  were 
in,  Dr.  J.  II.  Tyler  and  Dr.  J.  N. 
Rankin  and  Joe  Frazier  was  taken. 

The  jury  was  out  only  a few  min- 
utes when  the  signed  the  following  vei 
diet : 

We  the  jury,  find  the  body  under  in- 
vestigation to  be  that  of  John  Ash- 
ley, aged  about  24  years  old  and  from 
tbe  testimony  further  find  that  he 
came  to  his  death  from  a knife  wound 
inflicted  in  the  left  side  of  the  throat. 
Said  wound  'was  made  by  a knife  in 
the  hands  of  Charley  Martin  and  in 
the  home  of  Pearl  Wheeler  in  Mary 
Bell’s  alley,  in  Winchester,  Kentucky, 
on  Sunday  afternoon,  December  4th. 
1910,  and  we  further  find  that  it  was 
doue  in  self-defense.

U.  S.  S.  Delaware. 

Weymouth.  England.  Nov.  24.  1910 

Dear  Friend: — We  arrived  here  al- 
most a week  ago,  and  I must  say  wi 
had  a delightful  fourteen-day  voy- 
age. Quite  a number  were  just  a bit 
“sick  of  the  sea,”  as  it  is  expressed 
abonrdsbip,  or  as  others  would  prob- 
ably say  “sea  sicU^1 

Upon  our  arrival  here  wc  were  met 
and  escorted  into  the  English  channel 
by  a number  of  the  ships  of  the  En- 
glish fleet.  There  are  about  GO  shipr 
here  (English)  and  some  very  large 
ones,  but  a number  of  tbe  officers  and 
men  from  the  English  dreadnoughts 
have  visited  us,  and  there  is  little 
fault  to  find  with  America’s  latest 
type  battleship.

where  Sergeant  Stanislaus  Livitzki 
of  the  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-fourth 
Infantry,  was  sentenced  to  six  week* 
imprisonmeut  for  202  acts  of  ciueltv 
on  the  soldiers  under  his  charge. 

It  appears  that  Livitzki  was  in  the 
habit  of  beating  young  soldiers  with 
the  butt  end  of  liis  rifle,  punching 
them  in  the  breast  with  his  fists  and 
belaboring  them  with  the  flat  of  hi- 
sword  on  the  knee  caps  and  other 
parts  of  the  body.  11c  also  boxed 
their  cars,  palled  their  hair  and  occa- 
sionally dragged  them  over  the  floor 
with  their  heads  downward. 

Livitzki’s  excuse  was  that  the  men 
were  inferior  in  quality  and  needed 
“stiff  treatment”  in  order  to  become 
efficient  soldiers.

When  history  is  written  in  the 
centuries  to  come,  the  name  of  Mary 
Baker  Eddy  will  occupy  a prominent 
plaee.  No  woman  since  Joan  of  Arc 
has  developed  such  a wonderful  per- 
sonality, not  excepting  Queen  Eliza- 
beth. 

In  Joan  of  Are  and  Mrs.  Eddy  there 
is  much  of  similarity.  Both  had  a di- 
vine mission,  but  there  was  a differ- 
ence in  their  way  of  carrying  it  out. 
Joan’s  was  that  of  war  to  accomplish 
good;  Mrs.  Eddy’s  that  of  spiritual 
consecration  to  accomplish  the  same 
end.  Joan  of  Are  lived  nearly  si\ 
hundred  years  ago.  She  was  a peas- 
ant girl  without  education.  She  wa- 
modest  and  refined  in  her  deport- 
ment. She  lived  at  a time  when 
France  was  almost  under  the  control 
of  England.  She  had  visions  and 
heard  voices  calling  her  to  'the  de- 
fense of  ‘her  country.  Orleans  was 
held  by  the  English  troops.  She  got 
a bearing  with  the  weak  King  and 
was  placed  at  the  head  of  the  army. 

Her  ability  as  a general  is  a mat- 
ter of  history.  It  was  an  age  of  sup- 
erstition, that  with  the  jealousy  oj 
French  officers  caused  her  downfall. 
She  was  accused  as  a heretic  and 
sorcerer  condemned  by  the  inquisi- 
tion and  burned  alive.  At  Rouen. 
May  30,  1431,  when  she  was  20  years 
of  age,  according  to  all  historical 
accounts,  the  life  of  Joan  was  ab- 
solutely pure.  At  one  time  a council 

of  doctors  was  called  to  pass  on  hei 

’ • 

sanity.  At  another  time  a council 
of  old  women  decided  that  her  moral 
character  was  good. 

Mrs.  Eddy  was  the  founder  of 
“Christian  Science,’’  and  but  for  om 
advanced  civilization,  she  would  have 
met  a similar  fate  to  that  of  Joan  of 
Arc.  Just  as  the  so-called  Christians 
of  six  hundred  years  ago  were  the 
enemies  of  Joan,  the  so-called  Chris- 
tians of  the  present  day  were  the  en- 
emies of  Mrs.  Eddy.  \Ye  read  in 
a church  pa|>er  not  long  since: 

“Christian  Science  is  the  culmin- 
ation of  lunacy.”  This  editor  if  giv- 
en the  power  would  have  locked  Mrs.
